I have the honour to submit for the information of the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries the following Report on the Salmon 
and Freshwater Fisheries of England and Wales for the year 1914. 
The Report has been seriously delayed by pressure of work arising 
out of the War, combined with a considerable reduction of the 
Board’s staff. 


The Fishing Season of 1914. 

The particulars as to the year’s fishing furnished by the various 
Boards of Conservators will be found in Appendix I., and it will 
be seen that the results in the majority of cases were much below 
the average. 

It seems probable that the bad season which was almost universal 
throughout England and Wales was in the main due to unfavourable 
weather conditions. Floods in the early part of the season inter- 
fered with netting ; while the sudden change to dry weather which 
was maintained till well into the autumn produced a condition of 
affairs which not only hampered fishing operations but prevented 
the run of fish from the sea. 

It is noteworthy that there seems to have been in the case of 
nearly every river a dearth of salmon from the late spring onwards. 
It is uncertain whether this was due entirely to the drought or 
whether it signifies an almost complete absence of the summer 
and early autumn run of fish, for, owing to the very wet autumn 
and winter, the number of fish on the spawning beds could not be 
easily ascertained and must remain a matter of conjecture. 
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The following table shows the estimated catch of salmon for 
the year 1914 in those districts from which it has been possible to 
obtain figures : —

As has already been remarked in previous reports, these figures 
are very incomplete and in the existing state of the law are 
likely to remain incomplete. Until measures are imposed for 
obtaining accurate returns of the salmon caught throughout the 
country, the condition of the salmon fisheries can only be approxi- 
mately gauged and experience of opinions and conclusions on 
everything connected with salmon suggests the probability of a 
considerable degree of error in any estimate that may be framed. 

In. addition to furnishing the figures given above, however, 
certain of the Boards of Conservators issue annual reports, which 
make it possible to amplify to a certain extent the general 
impression conveyed in the official returns. The practice of 
issuing these reports is a useful one and it is a pity that it is not 
more generally followed. The following is an abstract of the 
information contained in those local Reports with which the Board 
have been supplied. 

In the Eden Fishery District the season was poor especially in its 
latter half. Comment is made as to the unusually small number of 
spawning fish seen in the river and the deduction has consequently 
perhaps been drawn that there is a prospect of some “lean” seasons 
in the near future. Too much emphasis, however, should not be 
placed upon the correlation of a bad spawning season and a poor 
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subsequent season. In the first place the number of fish spawning 
is, at best, a very difficult thing to estimate, even approximately. 
In the second place the actual number of fish spawning is in itself 
by no means the most important factor. It should be obvious, 
though it is too frequently overlooked, that the run of smolts in the 
spring is of far greater importance. No doubt the quality of a 
previous spawning season does affect to a certain extent the quantity 
of fry which eventually reach the sea as smolts, but it is certainly 
not in the nature of simple cause and effect. It is to be noted 
that an estimate of the quantity of smolts migrating in any given 
season is usually more easily arrived at than that of the number oi: 
salmon spawning. 

Incidentally there is every reason to believe, from evidence 
gathered during the Board’s smolt-marking operations, that the 
run of smolts down the Eden during the spring of 1914 was quite 
satisfactory in point of numbers. 

On the Derwent a very bad season was experienced both as 
regards salmon and sea-trout. There are complaints in this District, 
as°in the Solway generally, of a marked decrease in the number of 
the latter fish. 

The season in the Dune District both for nets and rods was very 
poor, the number of fish taken in the estuary being estimated to 
amount to only one-half of the number caught in the previous 
year. The biggest fish of the season, caught by rod and line, was 
of the rather unusually heavy weight of 40 lbs. 

In spite of excellent prospects at the beginning, the season on 
the Dee proved very disappointing. The netting was hampered by 
early floods. These were succeeded by a long-continued drought 
which kept the fish from running up until very late. Owing to the 
prevalence of floods in the late winter and early spring, however, 
many early running fish succeeded in reaching the middle waters of 
the river before the opening of the fishing season. As a consequence 
the rod and line fishing during the opening weeks of the season 
was good. 

In the Usk District the season for rods was the worst that has 
been experienced for many years, the low water during the summer 
and early autumn making rod fishing almost impracticable. 

The season for putts, putchers, and stop nets was also bad; 
whilst the licensees who fished in the public waters of the District 
with the trammel nets sanctioned by the byelaw confirmed .in 1913 
complained that they failed even to pay expenses. It is to be 
noted that the average weight of the fish caught was rather 
higher than that of previous years. 

A somewhat similar season was experienced on the Wye, the 
number of fish taken being considerably less, and the average 
weight rather greater. 

The nets of the Wye Fisheries Association secured less than half 
the number of fish caught in the preceding year, though the average 
weight was more than 2 lbs. higher. 

The absence of summer running fish was particularly remarked 
upon. The heaviest fish taken in the nets weighed 44^- lbs. ; 
while one of 51 lbs. was caught with rod and line. The spawning 
season, taking everything • into account, seems to have been quite 
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satisfactory, but it is perhaps rather significant that the number 
of belts observed dropping back in the spring’ was exceptionally 
small. 

There was a marked decrease in the number of fish taken within 
the Severn Fishery District, the total being the lowest since 1900. 
The biggest fish taken was one of 60 lbs. weight, and altogether 
45 salmon, weighing over 35 lbs., were caught during the season. 
In common with what has been observed in the Usk and Wye a 
suostantial increase has taken place in, the average weight of the 
fish caught in the Severn. This may partly be accounted for by 
the remarkable and progressive decrease every season of the number 
of grilse in the river— a phenomenon which has also been noticed in 
the Wye and Usk. 

In the Hampshire Rivers . the season appears to have been more 
satisfactory than in most of the other rivers in the country. The 
number of fish taken in the rivers. Avon and Stour exceeded the 
total for last year, but the figures for the Test and the Itchen 
showed a decline. The number of sea-trout in the latter river 
was, however, much above the average. 

.A satisfactory season was experienced in the Yorkshire Fishery 
District, as, although the number of salmon taken was less than in 
the preceding year, there was a large increase in the number of sea- 
trout secured by the nets on the sea coast. The heaviest salmon 
taken, weighed 37 lbs., and was caught in the lower Ouse. Rod 
fishing, owing to lack of water, seems to have been a complete 
failure. From about the middle of July until the end of the 
season, the lack of water and its increasing foulness proved a serious 
difficulty, to which is ascribed the heavy mortality observed among 
the salmon that had to remain in the Ouse owing to their inability 
to surmount the Dam at Naburn. In the spring an unusually large 
migration of smolts seems to have taken place. 

On the Tees the netting season, in spite of the promising 
beginning, proved disappointing. The season for rod and line was 
very poor. Late in the season there was a good run of fish on to 
the spawning beds. 

Scientific Investigations. 

Smolt Marking Experiments. 

: The marking experiments carried out under the direct supervision 
of the Board and initiated in 1913 by the aid of a grant from the 
Development Fund were continued in 1914 under more favourable 
conditions. 

It may be remembered that the attempts to mark smolts on an 
extensive scale in 1913 were to a large extent nullified by the 
persistence of heavy floods during the period of the main migration 
of smolts, and consequently the number marked fell very short of 
what was required to ensure a reasonably adequate return of 
recaptures. In the year 1914, although in some rivers the work 
was adversely affected by big spates which continued into the early 
part of April, the . occurrence of fine weather with low water for 
the greater part of that month and throughout May afforded 
favourable conditions for catching smolts. 
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The operations were extended this year to the rivers Eden and 
Exe. 

The following Table shows the number of smolts marked on each 
river, together with the totals marked in previous years : —

Perhaps of most interest are the experiments in the closely 
associated watersheds of the Severn, Wye and Usk. As these 
rivers all flow into a common estuary there is a more than 
theoretical interest attaching to the question of the extent to 
which salmon return to spawn in the river in which they them- 
selves were bred. Each of these rivers has normally a large 
run of smolts, but the conditions are nowhere at all times very 
favourable for their capture for marking purposes. 

Most of the smolts caught this year in the Severn system were 
derived from the Teme, a tributary stream which joins the main 
river about 2 miles below W orcester. In this river the grating at the 
bottom of the leat above the turbines of the electric power station 
at Powick presents facilities for securing the smolts which con- 
gregate there in considerable numbers when there is no water 
going over the weir. 

The Wye is a difficult river for smolt catching purposes, owing 
to the volume and strength of its stream in the lower reaches and 
the absence of any obstacle which might tend to cause a congrega- 
tion of smolts in their descent. On this river a draft net was 
used in the neighbourhood of St. Briavels, as in previous years. 

The Usk also presents many difficulties to smolt netting owing 
to the scarcity of suitable and conveniently situated pools for the 
purpose. The 1914 operations were conducted mainly at Brecon, 
where it was anticipated that the capture of smolts w r ould be 
facilitated by the obstruction afforded by Newton weir. For 
various reasons, however, it is a disadvantage to mark fish so far 
from the river mouth, and the results of the trial were not such 
as to recommend this place for future work. 

On the River Lune the leat in connection with Forge Weir near 
Halton affords an excellent means for capturing smolts. By 
placing an obstacle of wire netting across the leat smolts, as they 
drop down, are made to congregate at that point and can be readily 
removed by means of an ordinary hand net. 

On the Rivers Eden and Exe smolt-marking took place for the 
first time under the direct supervision of the Board. On the 
former river, after various trials, a suitable place was found for 
draft netting at Rockcliffe in the tideway, in a pool where smolts 
seemed to collect in considerable numbers before making for the 
sea„ On the latter river the conditions for drafting were less 
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favourable. But apart from this the run of smolts was itself 
apparently much below the average. 

To the Boards of Conservators of the various rivers and their 
staffs and to the riparian owners and tenants who took an active 
interest in the work, and whose willing assistance rendered the 
work possible, the thanks of the Board are due. 

It may now be stated with some degree of certainty that in these 
rivers the period during which the mass of smolts descend to the 
sea falls between the middle of April and the middle of May. 
There are, of course, some smolts — but the number does not appear 
to be very appreciable — which drop down earlier or later than 
the period mentioned. On the whole the earlier smolts seem to 
to be of greater average size than the later ones, but on all the 
rivers throughout the period of migration there is a considerable 
variation in the size of individual smolts. The majority appear 
to be about 7 inches in length, but in the same batch there may 
be some no more than 5 inches long and others as large as 8 inches 
or more. On the Teme, where the average size of smolts is 
exceptionally large, a specimen of 9£ inches was secured. This 
must be an unusually large fish. The migration takes place 
somewhat later in the northern rivers than in the southern ones. 

The majority of smolts were marked, as in the previous year, 
by means of a small silver disc of about a quarter of an inch in 
diameter, threaded on a wire of the same metal, which is inserted 
at the base of the first or second ray of the dorsal fin, looped and 
made secure by twisting together the ends. The discs are stamped 
in various ways to indicate the river and the year in which the 
marked fish is liberated. 

A trial was also made of marks consisting of a similar disc 
attached to a barbed hook of silver, but the ease with which they 
are affixed appears to be the only advantage possessed by this 
pattern over the other. 

A small number of smolts were marked with a silver tab, 
designed somewhat on the principle of an ordinary boot eyelet, 
which was inserted in some cases at the base of the dorsal fin and 
in others through the caudal fin, but difficulty was experienced in 
attaching them satisfactorily, and their use was therefore soon 
discontinued. 

Of smolts marked in previous years the following recaptures in 
1914 have been reported : — 

On 22nd June a female salmon weighing 11 lbs. was caught in a 
tuck net at the mouth of the W ye, to the dorsal fin of which was 
attached a loop of gilt wire, indicating that it had been marked in 
that river as a smolt in the spring of 1912, by or on behalf of the 
Wye Board of Conservators. 

Samples of the scales were taken for examination. Their 
structure indicates that the fish migrated as a smolt at the 
beginning of its third year and that cessation of growth prior to 
its return to fresh water for spawning took place after its second 
winter of marine life. 

Another fish bearing the smolt mark attached by the Wye 
Board of Conservators in 1912 was recaptured in the River Severn 
near the Severn (railway) Bridge. This was a female of 8 lbs. 
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caught by lave net on the 29th July, 1914. The two completed 
years of sea life were clearly indicated in the scale structure which 
also showed that the smolt at the time of marking was two years 
old. 

From the smolts marked with numbered discs on wire rings by 
the Lune Board in 1912, two recaptures were reported in 1914, 
both fish being caught in the estuary of the Lune on the 23rd J uly. 
One was a male fish of 13f lbs. and the other a female weighing 
11£ lbs. Examination of the scales showed that both fish had 
migrated as smolts of two years old and returned after two years 
in the sea. 

These results, so far as they go, confirm the results which have 
been demonstrated by the examination of the scales of: salmon, 
viz., that a large proportion of salmon spend two years in the sea 
before returning to fresh water. 


Kelt Marking. 

A limited number of kelts were marked with marks furnished 
by the Board during the year in the following rivers : — Coquet (15), 
Wye (32), Usk (26), Severn (12), Eden (15), Hants Rivers (5), but 
no case of a marked kelt being recaptured on its return to fresh 
water as a clean fish was notified during the year. 

The few recorded recaptures from the quite appreciable numbers 
of smolts marked in the Wye and Lune in 1911 and 1912 is perhaps 
to some extent owing to the apparently still incomplete realisation 
by those concerned with the sale and capture of salmon of the fact 
that a number of salmon have been marked and that rewards are 
payable for the notification of their capture. The Board are 
taking steps to give greater publicity to this matter and in the 
meanwhile have revised the scale of rewards and the conditions 
under which they are payable, as follows : — 

(1.) If the whole fish with the mark intact be accompanied by 
full particulars of the date, time, place, and method of 
its capture, a reward of 10s. will be paid, as well as 
the market value of the fish. 

In every case the fish should be securely packed with 
clean dry hay or straw in a basket (or preferably 
wooden box) of suitable size, and the label must, in 
addition to the address, be marked thus : — “ Perishable, 
Salmon for Scientific Purposes.” 

(2.) If the entire fish be not sent, the mark should be detached 
by cutting away a portion of the fin, skin or flesh (as 
the case may be) which should be left adhering to the 
ring or wire. In no case should the wire or ring be 
forced or torn out or cut or untwisted , or in any way 
broken or disarranged. 

Every such mark should be accompanied by full particulars 
of the weight, length, sex* (if possible), and condition of 
the fish, the date, place and method of its capture, and 
the manner in which it was disposed of. At the same

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time about twenty scales taken from the fish a short 
distance behind the gill cover must be sent in a clean 
piece of paper and in a separate envelope marked with 
the sender’s name. In such cases a reward of 5s. will 
be paid. 

(3.) If the mark be accompanied only by particulars of the date, 
time, and place of capture of the fish, a reward of 
2«. 6d. will be paid. 

The name and address of the claimant to the reward must 
accompany every mark.

Scale Investigations. 

The examination of samples of salmon scales, for the collection 
of which the Board is indebted to the Wye Fisheries Association, 
has been continued. Besides the routine age determinations, 
investigations are also being made upon the minute structure 
(histology), and development of the scales of fresh water and sea 
fishes with a view to the elucidation of the physiological processes 
connected with their formation. Separate reports upon this work 
will be published in due course. 

Experimental Netting. 

Close season netting was carried on as in previous years in the 
Wye District below Chepstow with the co-operation of the Wye 
Fisheries Association and the Board of Conservators for the 
purpose of obtaining for biological examination specimens of salmon 
entering the river late in the year. The first fish was taken on 
21st August, and operations terminated at the end of December. 
In this period eighteen salmon were obtained. 

Similar operations were commenced this year on the Usk at 
Caerleon. Fishing with a stop net was begun on 1st October, and 
by the end of the year sixty-two salmon had been taken, of which 
practically two-thirds were caught in the month of December. 
There would appear to be some correlation between the occurrence 
thus indicated of an unusually late run of salmon and the poorness 
of the summer run which, at least on the Usk, was ascribed to the 
prolonged drought. The 1914 salmon season presented abnormal 
features in the case of most of our rivers, and the failure to put 
forward any conclusive explanation emphasises the need for a better 
knowledge of the physical and biological factors which are the 
underlying causes of those phenomena which at present baffle 
ichthyologists and materially embarrass the operations of fishermen. 
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Disease . 

In April and May a certain number of undoubted cases of 
furunculosis were reported from rivers which had previously been 
visited by this disease, but it did not become general or seriously 
virulent anywhere, and practically died out about the end of the 
latter month. Persons who have had opportunities of observing 
the attacks of this epidemic in various salmon rivers have frequently 
expressed the opinion that the disease is brought to the rivers from 
the sea by fresh-run salmon. In order to get direct evidence upon 
this point steps were taken to obtain information and specimens 
from salmon fisheries in tidal waters, but so far the result has been 
negative. 

The Salmon Fisheries in the Solway Firth. 

The apparently increasing scarcity of sea-trout in the Solway, 
to which the Eden Fishery Board in 1913 drew the attention of 
the Board, requesting that a local inquiry should be held to include 
the Scottish side of the Firth with a view to effecting a remedy, 
suggested a revival of the old question of the regulation of the 
fisheries in the Solway Firth as a whole. A subsequent proposal 
for the alteration of the annual close season for all modes of salmon 
fishing in the public waters of the Eden Fishery District, 
synchronising with an application to extend the rod fishing season 
in the Annan District on the opposite shore of the Solway, also 
strengthened the impression that the time had perhaps arrived for 
reconsidering once more this important but difficult question. 

The complaint as to the scarcity of sea-trout is not confined to 
the Eden, but apart from that, it is fairly obvious, in view of all the 
circumstances, that the consideration of the question cannot be 
limited to that district. 

Further it is not sea-trout alone which are stated to be on the 
decrease. Salmon are also said to be scarcer. When, therefore, 
proposals for altering the annual close season were made almost 
simultaneously by a Fishery Board on each side of the Firth — the 
one under the English, the other under the Scottish Salmon Acts — 
it was thought to be a fitting occasion for representatives of the 
English and Scottish Central Authorities, to whom of course the 
proposals had to be submitted, and by whom they had to be 
formally approved before becoming operative, to meet and discuss 
the possibility not only of arranging a uniform close season, but also 
of equalising the conditions of fishing on all the rivers on each side 
of the Firth. 

Previous attempts in the same direction, it must be admitted, 
have not met with much success and do not perhaps afford any 
justification for the hope that a settlement satisfactory to all 
parties is likely to be reached at the present time any more easily 
or quickly than in the past. 

For the moment, however, owing to the war, further consideration 
of the matter has had to be postponed, but the intention is to deal 
with it at the earliest opportunity. 
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Though the history of what is familiarly referred to as the 
Solway Problem is on record in certain Government publications* 
it may not be generally known, and perhaps, therefore, it will 
prove useful to recapitulate briefly the factors which have combined 
to create an impasse from which it seems difficult to extricate the 
administration of this important fishing area. 

The principal rivers running into the Solway Firth are the 
Annan, the Nith, the Urr, the Dee, the Fleet, the Cree, the 
Bladenoch, and the Luce on the Scottish or northern shore ; the 
Eden, the Wampool, the Waver, the Ellen, the Derwent, the Ehen, 
the Calder, the Irt, the Mite, and the (Cumberland) Esk on the 
English Shore. 

Between these two groups of rivers the Dumfriesshire, or 
“ Border ” Esk, which is partly in England and partly in Scotland, 
runs in at the extreme eastern extremity of the Firth. 

A reference to a map will show that in the easternmost nine 
miles or so of the Firth the opposite shores are separated by a 
relatively narrow strip of water, especially at low tide. This 
circumstance derives added significance from the fact that the 
fisheries on either shore were from the earliest times and are up to 
the present day under separate laws. 

The origin of the present difficult situation is traceable to the 
days when England and Scotland were separate kingdoms and were 
incidentally very frequently in a state of war — either open or 
covert — and when the Scottish shore of the Solway was subject to 
English raids, and sometimes in English hands. The old Scottish 
Salmon Fishery Acts imposing close seasons and restricting 
destructive methods of fishing made a point of exempting the 
waters of the Solway from their operation — the natural inference 
being that the Scottish Legislature declined to preserve salmon for 
the benefit of the English. It was not till nearly a hundred years 
after the union of the two kingdoms that an attempt was made to 
introduce uniformity into the fishery regulations on both sides of 
the Firth. This was by the Solway Act of 1804. 

Under this Act, for the first time, the boundaries of the Solway 
Firth were definitely fixed and the regulations as to instruments 
and modes of fishing made applicable to both shores. The Act 
also fixed a common date for the beginning of the close season for 
all rivers entering the Firth, viz., September 25th, but for some 
reason failed to impose a corresponding uniformity in the date of its 
termination. 

Until 1841 this Act remained in force on both sides of the 
Solway. In that year, however, a special Act (the Annan Act) 
was passed which exempted the district of the Biver Annan from 
the operations of the Solway Act. Even to this day the area to 
which the Annan Act applies has never been clearly agreed upon, 
and this may be said to be the first step towards the confusion and 
disputes which subsequently arose. 

In 1861 the first amending English Salmon Fishery Act was 
passed. This Act repealed all previous Salmon Acts hitherto in

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force and along with them the Solway Act of 1804 in so far as it 
affected salmon fishing on the English shore of the Solway Firth. 

In 1862 the Scottish Salmon Fishery Act was passed. But 
unlike the English Act of the previous year it did not repeal all 
pre-existing Acts. On the contrary it left these standing, including 
the Solway Act, as limited in its application by the 1861 Act, 
though it applied the provisions of the last-named Act as to fixed 
engines for taking salmon to the Scottish shore of the Solway. 
Under the operation of the 1862 Act, however, close seasons both 
annual and weekly were fixed different from those which obtained 
on the English side. Subsequently also as a result of these two 
Acts of 1861 and 1862 a different size of mesh in the nets used for 
Catching salmon had to be used on each side of the Firth. 

The discordant regulations thus arising from these two Acts 
have been particularly troublesome in their effect on the narrow or 
extreme eastern end of the Solway, where at low water it is in 
places fordable, and where the fishermen from the opposite sides are 
frequently literally within a stone’s throw of each other. 

On the River Esk, familiarly known as the “ Border ” Esk, the 
conditions are even more anomalous. As previously mentioned, this 
river is partly in Scotland and partly in England. For some 
distance of its course it is the boundary between the two countries. 
Some of its tributaries are wholly in Scotland, others wholly in 
England. The result of legislation up to 1862 had been to place the 
English portion of the Esk under the English law and the Scottish 
portion under the Scottish law, to repeal the Solway Act in so far 
as it applied to the course of the river through English soil and to 
retain it on that part of it which flowed through Scottish soil. 

In 1865 another English Salmon Act was passed which placed 
the whole of the Esk watershed as far as salmon were concerned 
under the English law. But it did not repeal either the 1862 
Scottish Act or the 1804 Solway Act. Accordingly the Scottish 
portion of the Esk was left under four different and partly incon- 
sistent Acts, viz., the Solway Act of 1804, the Salmon Fishery 
(Scotland) Act of 1862, and tire English Salmon Fishery Acts of 
1861 and 1865. This state of affairs has remained unchanged up to 
the present day. 

The Esk it may be remarked is not and never has been under the 
jurisdiction of a local Fishery Board. 

The Salmon Fishery Act of 1865 introduced a step which in fact 
may be said to have brought to a head the growing difficulties in 
administering the fisheries on each side of the Solway. This was 
in connection with fixed engines. 

By Sec. 11 of the Salmon Fishery Act, 1861, the use of all 
fixed engines for catching salmon, except such as had been lawfully 
used at the time of the passing of the Act by virtue of grant, or 
charter, or immemorial usage, was illegal. It will be remembered 
that the Salmon Fishery (Scotland) Act, 1862, applied this pro- 
vision to the Scottish side of the Solway. Up to the passing of 
the 1865 Act, therefore, both shores of the Solway were in this 
respect treated alike. 

The proviso as to the exceptions from the operation of Sec. 11 
pf the Salmon Fishery Act of 1861 appears to have been somewhat 
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liberally interpreted, and the legality of the numerous fixed engines 
which remained standing after the passing of the Act were in most 
cases open to doubt. The Act of 1 865 accordingly appointed 
Special Commissioners to inquire into the legality of all existing 
fixed engines. Their inquiries, however, did not embrace both 
sides of the Solway, for it was held (and the contention was 
supported by the law officers of the Crown) that, although the law 
as to fixed engines under the Act of 1861 had been applied to the 
Scottish side, the powers of the Commissioners did not extend to 
that side. No inquiry, therefore, into the legality of the fixed 
engines on the Scottish shore of the Firth was held at the time. 
But the Commissioners’ investigations on the English side led to 
sweeping changes. With few and unimportant exceptions all the 
fixed engines in the estuary and in the rivers on the English side 
were abolished. The English fishermen were thus compelled to 
submit to the loss of their own engines whilst the Scottish fishermen 
were still permitted to use theirs on the opposite shore. 

The result was a peculiarly anomalous state of affairs. Through- 
out Scotland, ever since 1563 all fixed engines in rivers and in the 
estuaries of rivers were illegal, and had it not been for the 
provision in the Act of that year which specially exempted the 
Scottish side of the Solway from the operation of that Act 
(because as indicated previously the two countries were constantly 
at war at the time and the Scottish Legislature declined to 
preserve salmon for the benefit of the English) fixed engines on 
this side of the Solway would have been put down long ago, for it is 
quite obvious that the Solway on the Scottish side, at any rate east 
of Arbigland, consists of the estuaries of the Nith, Annan and Esk. 

The decision of the Court of Session, in 1869 (in the case of 
Johnstone v. Mackenzie) which seemed to establish the legality of 
the fixed engines on the Scottish side of the Solway, increased the 
discontent of the English fishermen. Moved by the increasing 
discontent, the Legislature in 1877 appointed Special Commissioners 
to inquire into the legality of the fixed engines on the Scottish side 
of the 1 irth, but the Commissioners, though they placed an 
effectual limit to the erection of new fixed engines, were unable, in 
the face of the decision in the case Johnstone v. Mackenzie, to 
effect the abolition of the existing engines, which it was held could 
not now be done away with without compensating the owners. 

Such, briefly, were the events which led up to the condition of 
affairs existing at the time of the appointment of Messrs. Walpole 
and Young in 1880 as Commissioners to inquire into the Solway 
question and to suggest a solution. The recommendations of 
Messrs. Walpole and Young included the purchase of the Scottish 
fixed engines. It was a natural, perhaps an obvious, part of 
any scheme for equalising the conditions on both sides and so 
simplifying the administration of this fishing district. These 
Scottish fixed engines, however, represented a large monetary value, 
and the expense involved in their purchase was and is still beyond 
the region of ordinary practicability. 

In 1895 another Commission, known as the Stafford Howard 
Commission, was appointed to inquire into and report upon the 
Solway Fisheries. 
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At the Walpole-Young Inquiry in 1880 the chief point at issue 
was the question of the stake nets. In 1895, however, the Com- 
missioners had in addition to consider another grievance, for which 
the apparent anomaly of the stake net conditions must be held as 
largely responsible, viz., the great extension in the practice of 
wharnmelling (i.e., drift net fishing). This time the principal 
complainants were the Scottish stake net owners and their lessees, 
who alleged that (I) wharnmelling was causing a serious scarcity 
of salmon, and (II) the whammellers were fishing in waters in 
which no public right existed, but which on the contrary apper- 
tained to the owners in whom the right of the fishing on the 
foreshore had been granted by charter, i.e., the stake net owners 
themselves. 

Here it may perhaps be as well to emphasise another point which 
accentuates the difference between the two shores of the Solway. 
Throughout England, in the sea and in all tidal rivers, the right of 
salmon fishing is 3 prima facie , held by the Crown in trust for the 
the public, i.e., there is a public right of salmon fishing. There are 
a few exceptions here and there where grants made to individuals 
by the Crown are traceable to pre-Magna Charta days, but the 
right of the public to fish for salmon in tidal waters is the general 
rule. In Scotland, on the other hand, there is nowhere any such 
public right, the salmon fisheries everywhere aloag the coast and in 
the estuaries being held by the Crown, or by persons claiming a 
grant from the Crown, as real property. Whereas, therefore, the 
salmon fisheries on the English side of the Firth are, with one or 
two negligible exceptions, public and fishable by anyone who has 
previously paid the licence duty, where such is required, on the 
northern side they are, without exception, “ several ” fisheries and 
only fishable by those to whom they belong or by their authorised 
agents or lessees. 

It is to be remarked that many of these whammel nets were from 
600 to 800 yards in length, and it is therefore small cause for 
wonder that, when used in a channel which practically nowhere, 
from a point about a mile west of Annan mouth to the extreme 
easternmost extremity of the Firth, where the Esk runs in, exceeds 
half a mile in width at low water, there was frequently an 
encroachment into waters which, strictly speaking, should have 
been regarded as being in Scotland. On the question, however, as 
to whether the whammelers were doing an illegal thing even if they 
did fish between the mid-water channel and low-water mark on the 
Scottish shore, there was shown to be a divergence of opinion 
among eminent legal advisers. It is perhaps unnecessary to point 
out that the question must have been still further confused by the 
more or less constant shifting of the channel which sometimes tends 
to flow nearer the English side and at others nearer the Scotch 
side. In any case the Commissioners did not venture to express an 
opinion on a matter so debatable. 

But as regards the assertion tha.t salmon were becoming scarcer, 
the Commissioners were satisfied that on the whole the evidence did 
show that such was in fact the case, though they were inclined to 
think that the scarcity was most felt by the people who fished for 
salmon in the rivers and not so much by those who fished in the 
4715 & 
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estuary, whether by stake nets (fixed engines) or whammel nets 
(drifting nets). 

The whole Solway question was in other respects very fully 
investigated by the Commissioners, who in their Report drew up 
certain recommendations which, it was thought, if acted upon, 
would go a long way towards a settlement of the differences that 
had existed. 

These included, as did the Walpole- Young recommendation, a 
provision for the purchase of the stake nets. They also included 
a redefinition of the Solway area. This area so redefined was to 
be formed into a fishery district, which would be placed under the 
jurisdiction of a separate Board of Conservators, composed of 
representatives from the Boards of Conservators on the various 
rivers flowing into the Solway. Other recommendations were in 
the direction of fixing uniform close times throughout the district, 
limiting the area in which whammel nets could be used, and 
prohibiting all netting in the rivers. 

It is to be noted that the Solway District as redefined did not 
include any of the rivers, as such, which flow into the Firth. These 
it was proposed to leave under the existing law and under the 
jurisdiction of the existing Fishery Boards. 

The recommendations, however, were not acted upon until July, 
1904, when a Bill embodying most of them was introduced into 
the House of Lords by the Earl of Onslow (then President of the 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries). 

It was just prior to this that the House of Lords had given 
their decision in the case of the Duke of Athol v. the Clovers 
Incorporation of Perth, to the effect that drift nets were fixed 
engines, and therefore illegal in the tidal waters of the Tay. In 
some quarters it was assumed that this decision would apply to 
English waters as well, and the Eden Fishery Board acting on the 
strength of it refused from that date and for several subsequent 
seasons to issue licenses for whammelling. 

Accordingly, a clause was inserted in Lord Onslow’s Bill 
which, instead of prohibiting whammel nets within certain limits, 
permitted them within other limits, which, however, were not 
specifically defined, but were left to be more precisely delineated by 
byelaws to be made by the Conservators of the proposed Solway 
Fishery District. 

The Bill was introduced late in the session, and was dropped. It 
was realised at the time that much opposition would have been 
raised against it in the form in which it had been drafted, and with 
a view to its re-introduction at a subsequent date arrangements 
were made during the autumn of 1904 for meetings of the repre- 
sentatives of the various interests concerned, at which its provisions 
could be discussed and amendments suggested. 

The meetings were eventually held at Dumfries, Annan, and 
Carlisle in January, 1905, and were in the nature of informal 
conferences arranged by Mr. Archer, as representing the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, and Mr. Calderwood, as representing the 
Scottish Fishery Board, to meet the Nith, Annan, and Eden Fishery 
Boards and the various fishing interests in the Solway. 

If they achieved nothing else, these conferences at all events 
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demonstrated the extreme divergence of views that existed, and 
indicated the difficulty of drafting a Bill likely to satisfy all parties. 

Later in the same year another attempt was made to secure 
agreement. With this object a memorandum was prepared, . in 
which were set forth the various points in the Bill on which objec- 
tions had been raised early in the year, with suggestions under each 
as to the lines upon which the existing disagreement might possibly 
be adjusted. In November of that year this was circulated among 
the people interested, with the intimation added that representatives 
of the several fishery interests should be nominated to meet Mr. 
Archer and Mr. Calderwood and discuss with them the points raised 
in the memorandum. 

Accordingly, in February, 1908, all the representatives, -with the 
exception of those of the Annan Fishery Board, met Mr. Archer 
and Mr. Calderwood at Annan, and eventually a rough draft of a 
Bill was drawn up, differing in some respects from the Bill of 1904, 
but substantially the same. 

The proposed Solway Bill was not, for various reasons, proceeded 
with until the spring of 1908, when in April a draft was submitted 
which endeavoured to give effect to the recommendations both 
of the Stafford-IIoward Commission of 1895 and the Archer- 
Calderwood Deport of 1906, and to meet at the same time the more 
serious objections that had been or were likely to be raised against 
both sets of recommendations. 

The Bill, however, was never introduced into either House, and 
from that time up to the present nothing further has been done in 
the direction of promoting legislation to settle the Solway question. 

The Eden Fishery Board have of recent years reverted to 
their former practice of issuing licences for whammelliug, acting 
apparently on the advice that the decision in the Tay case did not 
apply to English waters. But the questions of limiting the number 
of whammel nets, and of restricting the length of individual nets, 
have arisen in the meanwhile. There are also the further questions 
of altering both the annual and the weekly close seasons, and 
regulating the size of the mesh. 

These local matters could no doubt be dealt with more effectually 
by the Eden Fishery Board under a Provisional Order than 
under the General Salmon Acts. But, as a matter of fact, the 
attempts which have from time to time been made by byelaw to 
restrict wdthin reasonable limits the operations of the various 
fishing instruments (particularly whammel nets) employed within 
the Eden Fishery District have always been strongly opposed by 
the fishermen, who argue that, since these restrictions would only 
affect the English side, they would be placed at a still further 
disadvantage in respect of their Scottish rivals, and the injustice 
under which they urge the English side of the Solway is already 
placed would be increased. 

The fact must not be forgotten that a Provisional Order, among 
other things, would enable the Eden Fishery Board to set up fixed 
engines on the English shore of the Firth, and thus to a certain 
extent redress the balance of conditions between the two sides. 

But apart from this, it has all along been felt that no scheme of 
fishery regulation for the English side of the district could properly 
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be undertaken, under the existing state of the law, without a 
concurrent scheme applying to the Scottish side as well, which would 
so adjust the different methods of fishing that the fishermen on both 
sides of the Firth would be placed on an equal footing, and that 
any restrictions which it might be necessary to make in the 
interests of the salmon fisheries should apply equally to all. 

Local Matters. 

Fish Passes and Gratings. 

The form of grating to be placed across the tail race at Goat 
Mill on the Fiver Derwent has been approved. 

The Board have approved the form and dimensions of a fish-pass 
to be erected at Starnthwaite Weir on the Fiver Gilpi in the Kent 
and Bela Fishery District. 

The weir, together with the river bed and fishing rights, at 
Pentrefelyn on the Fiver Dee has been purchased by the Dee 
Fishery Board, for the purpose of providing a free and unimpeded 
passage for salmon to the upper waters of the river. The intention 
is to remove part of the weir, and to prohibit all kinds of fishing 
for a distance below. 

The fish-pass at Llanfairtalhaiarn Weir in the Elwy and Clwyd 
District, the plans for -which were approved last year, has now been 
built and is stated to be working satisfactorily. 

With the aid of a grant from the Development Fund a fish-pass 
has been constructed at Throop Weir in the Hampshire Rivers 
District. The plans were approved by the Board, and the work 
has been satisfactorily carried out. 

Byelaivs and Licence Scales. 

In the Eden District a byelaw altering the annual close season 
for nets which was submitted for formal approval has been set aside 
for further and fuller investigation into the numerous correlated 
factors which, together constitute the large and important question 
of the regulation of the fisheries in the Solway as a whole, a brief 
account of which is given in this Feport. 

In the Derwent Fishery District a new scale of licence duties 
has been approved for fishing with draft or seine nets for fresh- 
water fish. 

A new code of byelaws, and a new scale of licence duties have 
been approved for the Dee Fishery District. 

Among the byelaws is one prohibiting in non-tidal waters all 
modes of salmon fishing other than by rod and line. The interests 
of certain coracle netsmen, however, who by immemorial sanction 
have been in the habit of fishing a certain stretch of the river at 
Bangorisycoed, are safeguarded. The effect is that this mode of 
fishing will be. legal only in that part of the district by, and during 
the lifetime of the present holders of coracle net licences. 

For the Elwy and Clwyd District a byelaw restricting netting in 
certain parts of the Fiver Clwyd has been approved, after a Public 
Inquiry had been held there. 

On the Teify , a byelaw proposing an extension of the period in 
which a gaff may lawfully be used was disallowed. 

I wo byelaws made by the Towy Fishery Board were submitted 
for confirmation. The first modified an existing byelaw prescribing 
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the close season for trout fishing in a certain specified part of the 
district, and was approved. The second extended the net fishing 
season for salmon by the inclusion of an additional month in the 
spring, and was disallowed. 

A new scale of licence duties for the River Usk was approved. 

Byelaws were approved prohibiting the use of nets for salmon 
fishing in certain parts of the River Teign , and permitting at certain 
times and under certain conditions the use of draft or seine nets for 
taking mackerel. 

Provisional Orders. 

During the year a Bill for the confirmation of a Provisional 
Order under the Salmon and Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1907, for 
the Dee Fishery District received the Royal Assent. 

The reconstituted Board of Conservators came into office on 
3 1st October, 1914. 

A Bill with a similar purpose for the River Conway was, at the 
close of the year, before Parliament awaiting the Royal Assent.* 

An application was made by certain riparian owners on the 
River Dart for a Provisional Order for that district. The Public 
Inquiry into the application, however, was postponed until 
after the termination of the war. This course was taken in view 
of the absence on military duty of many persons who were directly 
concerned in the question, and who would have been unable to 
attend the Inquiry. 

Applications for Grants from the Development Fund. 

During the year the Development Commissioners recommended, 
and the Treasury sanctioned, a grant of a sum not exceeding one 
half of the sum required, and in any case not exceeding £200, for 
the purpose of constructing a fish-pass over Throop Weir on the 
River Stour. The necessary conditions were duly fulfilled, and the 
work has now been carried out to the satisfaction of the Board. 

Owing to the war, and in view of the need during the present 
national crisis for strict economy in the utilization of public funds 
the Development Commissioners have had no choice but to post- 
pone consideration of the outstanding applications for grants from 
other Fishery Boards. 

Parliamentary Proceedings . 

During the year two Bills relating to Water Supply were 
presented to Parliament and were considered by the Board from 
the point of view of fishery interests. 

Under the Llanfaelog Water Bill, 1914, power was sought to 
take water from a tributary of the xlfon Caradog in the County of 
Anglesey outside the limits of the Seiont Fishery District. No 
Report on the Bill was made by the Board in the interests of 
fisheries, as the necessary safeguards were secured by negotiation. 

In the case of the Abertillery Water Board Bill, 1914, power 
was sought to extend the scope of operations already begun under 
the Act of 1910 by the construction of another reservoir and the 


* Royal Assent was subsequently signified. 
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tapping of two further tributaries of the G i:\vymie Fawr in the 
Usk Fishery District. Certain features of the Bill appeared 
objectionable, and a Report was submitted by the Board which 
resulted in securing a larger measure of protection for the fisheries.

Salmon received at Billing scj ate.

Price of Salmon. 

From other figures supplied by the Fishmongers Company, it 
appears that while the average price of salmon from all sources 
sold at Billingsgate during 1914 was Is. 6^d. per lb., English salmon 
averaged Is. 6id., Scotch Is. 6| d., and Irish Is. 6%d. per lb. The 
average monthly price for English Salmon did not exceed 2s. ]d. 
per lb., which was reached in February. The next highest average 
monthly prices for English fish were 2s. (in March) and Is. 10-|c?. 
(in April). The highest average monthly price for Irish fish 
was 3s. 9 d. (in January) and for Scotch 2s. 1 \d. (in February). 
Prices in general were slightly lower than in 1912, the highest being 
the 3s. 9 d. mentioned above for Irish salmon in January. The 
Siberian salmon realised 5d. to Id., and the Canadian generally 
from 8c/. to 1 s. per lb. 

“ Sealing ” of Salmon for Sale during Close Season. 

The number of fish sealed by the Fishmongers Company for sale 
during the close season has decreased from 29,935 in 1913-14 
to 27,499 in 1914-15 mainly owing to the entire absence of 
Continental importations. 460 cases of Siberian, 22 cases of 
Canadian, and 6 cases of British Columbian salmon, making a total 
of 488 cases, were sealed for exportation to the Continent in 
1914-15, as against 2,001 cases sealed for the same purpose in 
1913-14.

Wye. — From 1st Dec. to 31st Oct. across head races ; from 1st Feb. to 31st Dec.

Where approved gratings are required to be 
placed across any artificial channel they shall be placed during the whole 
year. . Provided that if two forms of grating are approved, the grating 
with the widest aperture between the bars shall be placed between the 
15th Sept, and the 25th Dec. both inclusive, and the grating with the 
narrowest aperture shall be placed between the 26th Dec. and the 14th Sept, 
following, both inclusive.

(2) In River Lune and its tributaries, taking of non-migratory trout 
less than seven inches in length, from tip of snout to fork of tail, prohi- 
bited (1911).

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Severn. — (1) In the Severn Fishery District below Lincombe Weir, except 
that part of the River Teme which lies above Stanford Bridge, the taking of 
trout and grayling of a less size than nine inches, and bream, roach, dace, 
and perch of a less size than seven inches from extreme ends of head and 
tail, is prohibited (1912). 

(2) In the Severn Fishery District above Lincombe Weir, and in that 
portion of the River Teme above Stanford Bridge, the taking of trout 
of a less size than seven inches from extreme ends of head and tail is 
prohibited (1912). 

(3) In the Severn Fishery District below Lincombe Weir, except that 
part of the River Teme which lies above Stanford Bridge, the taking of 
chub of a less size than seven inches from extreme ends of head and tail 
is prohibited (1914). 

Exe. — In the whole of the Exe Fishery District the taking of trout of a less 
size than seven inches from extreme ends of head and tail is prohibited 
(1915). . 


APPENDIX X. 

Freshwater Fish.— Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under the Freshwater Fisheries 
Act, 1884, or under any Provisional Order made under the 
Salmon and Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1907, in force on 
the 31 st March, 1915. 

N.B. — These Bye-laws do not apply to fixed nets for taking eels 
or to a landing net used as auxiliary to angling with a rod 
and line. 

The Bye-laws prescribing a minimum mesh of nets for taking 
freshwater fish do not apply to casting or dip nets lawfully 
used for catching fish for bait. The measurement is to be 
made from knot to knot, when the net is wet. 

Derwent. — Mesh, 1 inch (except landing nets). 

Kent, &c. — All modes or instruments prohibited, except set nets for pike, night 
lines for taking eels, draft nets, angling with rod and line, fishing for 
char with the plumb line, fishing with a hand line for perch, setting 
trimmers for pike, using a landing net as auxiliary to fishing or taking 
fish with any lawful instrument not being a draft net, and using a dip 
net for catching bait. 

The length, size, and description of nets, except dip nets for catching 
bait, and landing nets, that may be lawfully used, and the manner of 
using the same are as follows : — 

(«.) A floating draft net, which is a draft net buoyed so that the 
head-rope of the net will float on the surface of the water, 
shall not exceed ninety yards in length measured along the 
head-rope, and nine yards in depth from the deepest part of 
the net to the centre of the head-rope ; and the ropes at 
either end of the net used in working the same shall, respec- 
tively, not exceed fifty fathoms in length. 

(&.) A sunken draft net shall not exceed thirty-five yards in length 
measured along the head-rope, and six yards in depth from 
the deepest parts of the net to the centre of the head-rope ; 
and the ropes at either end of the net used in working the 
same shall, respectively, not exceed one hundred and fifty 
fathoms in length. 

(c.) All draft nets shall be used by retaining one end of the net or 
one end of the hauling rope attached thereto on the shore, 
and from that point shooting the net into the water as far, 
but no farther, than the fcauling-rope so attached will admit 
of, the hauling-rope attached to the other end of the net 
being used to haul the net a liter being shot to the shore, or to 
a boat fixed to the shore, such fixed boat to be not more than 
five yards from the shore.

(cl.) A dip net for catching bait shall be a circular net of not more 
than thirteen feet in circumference, and the bag of such net 
shall not be more than two feet in depth from the outside 
of the circumference of the net.

Lune. — All modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line. 

Ribble. — Mesh, 2h inches. 

Doyey. — All modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line, eel traps 
and bobbing for eels. 

Teiey. — The use of all modes or instruments prohibited, except rod and line, 
fixed nets for taking eels, and landing nets as auxiliary to fishing with 
rod and line. 

Towy. — The use of any instrument or mode of fishing other than angling 
with rod and line is prohibited. 

Usk. — All modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line, night lines 
and beating nets. Beating nets to be shot from one point on the 
bank to another point on the same bank, and the fish to be driven into 
the nets with poles ; nets to be completely taken out of the water 
within 15 minutes after commencement of shot. 

Mesh, 1 inch. 

Severn. — In the Severn between Lincombe and Tewkesbury Weirs and in the 
River Avon all modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line, 
night or bank lines, a weir or eel trap, and a wheel or basket for taking 
eels or lamperns. 

In Severn district (except River Severn below Lincombe Weir and 
except River Avon) all instruments prohibited except draft nets, bush or 
beating nets, bait nets, weir or eel traps, and night or bank lines. 

Nets other than casting or dip nets lawfully used for catching bait 
not to exceed 40 yards in length and 3 yards in depth. 

Bush nets to be used only by extending same from a point at or 
near one bank of the river to a point at or near the same bank, and 
by driving therein any fish which may have been thereby enclosed ; 
such net not to be in the water for more than 30 minutes at one time. 

Bait nets in the River Severn not to be of greater width or depth 
than 18 inches. 

No night or bank line to be of greater length than 50 yards or to 
have more than 20 hooks. 

[It is provided that none of these bye-laws shall prohibit the taking 
of fish other than salmon by lawful means in tributaries of the Severn 
and transferring them from one water to another for the bona fide 
purpose of stocking waters in the Severn Fishery District.] 

Avon, Brue, &C. — The following modes of fishing are prohibited : — 

Lading or baling out part of a brook or water-course, tickling, 
groping, snaring, snatching, and shooting. 

No net shall be used, other than a landing net used as auxiliary to 
angling with a rod and line, or a fixed net for taking eels, save and 
except by the special written orders of the conservators. 

Taw and Torridge. — All modes or iustruments of fishing, except rod and 
line, prohibited within the following parts of the district, viz. : — 

(1) So much of the River Taw as lies above the Bridge on the London 
and South Western Railway, across the said River between South 
Molton Road and Portsmouth Arms Stations, together with all tributaries 
of said river flowing into it above such bridge ; (2) the River Mole and 
its tributaries ; and (3) so much of the River Torridge as lies above the 
bridge across the said river on the high road between Hatherleigh and 
Iddesleigh, together with all tributaries of the said river flowing into it 
above such bridge. 

[This bye-law does not apply to any pond which is not fed by 
a tributary stream and the entrance to which from any river i s 
provided with an approved grating ; or any hatching, breeding or 
rearing place for salmon or trout.] 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited throughout the district : — 

Lading or baling out a hole in a stream, brook, or watercourse, 
tickling or groping, snatching, snaring, and shooting. 
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Camel. — Catching or attempting to catch trout by means of night lines, or 
by baling or lading out pools or holes in any river, or by tickling or 
groping, is prohibited. 

Fowey. — A ll modes or instruments of fishing for trout except rod and line 
are prohibited. 

Exe.— A ll modes or instruments of fishing for freshwater fish except rod 
and line are prohibited. 

Axe. — All modes or instruments of fishing for freshwater fish except rod 
and line are prohibited. 

Hampshire Rivers. — In the Avon and tributaries above Bickton Mill stop 
nets to be used only in connection with a drag or draft net. 

Adur. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are prohibited : — 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping, 
snaring, shooting, strodding. 

(&.) Spear (except for taking eels), night line, cross line, setting rod 
and line, snare or trimmer, snatch. 

(c.) Net of any kind, other than a casting or dip net lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

Cuckmere. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are prohibited: — 
(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping, 
snaring, snatching, shooting, setting rod and line. 

( b .) Spear (except for taking eels), night line, cross line, snare, snatch, 
(c.) Net of any kind, other than a casting or dip net lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

Rot her. — All modes or instruments prohibited except a rod and line, a 
casting or dip net lawfully used for taking bait, and a spear for eels ; 
provided that between the 15th July and the 1st September in any 
year nothing in the foregoing shall apply to the Rother between Scot’s 
Float and Knelle’s Dam, or to Potman’s Creek below Potman’s Bridge. 
Mesh, 1£ inch. 

Suffolk and Essex. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are 
prohibited : — 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook or watercourse, tickling 
or groping, snaring, spearing, snatching, shooting, trailing, 
dragging or ottering, live or dead gorge baiting. 

(h.) Trimmer, ligger, dead line, night line, spear, snatch, snare, otter, 
(c.) Any net other than a cast net, not exceeding 20 feet in circum- 
ference, or a dip net of a diameter not exceeding 30 inches, 
lawfully used for catching fish for bait ; or hoop or bow net 
having a mesh of not less than two inches from knot to knot 
measured when wet. 

[These bye-laws do not apply to any wild duck decoy for the time 
being used as such, or any pond used in connection therewith.] 

Norfolk. — No snare, snatch-wire, ligger, gun, spear (except an eel-spear), or 
any net to be used for the purpose of taking freshwater fish in any dyke 
communicating with any navigable river within the counties of Norfolk 
and Suffolk, within, a distance of a quarter of a mile from such river, 
or in that portion of the River Waveney which lies below Bungay 
Bridge. 

Close time for freshwater fish other than trout, smelts and eels, 
15 Mar.-15 June.* 

Norfolk and Suffolk. — No snare, snatch-wire, ligger, gun, spear (except an 
eel-spear), or any net to be used for the purpose of taking freshwater 
fish in any dyke communicating with any navigable river within the 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, within a distance of a quarter of a mile 
from such river, or in that portion of the River Waveney which lies 
below Bungay Bridge. 

[This bye-law does not apply to that part of the county of Suffolk 
which was included in the Stour (Suffolk and Essex) Fishery District, as 
formed under the Provisions of Part III. of the Fisheries Act, 189L] 

Ouse and Nene. — The use of any net is prohibited, except casting nets used 
for taking fish for bait, and not exceeding 33 feet in circumference, and 
not having a pocket more than 6 inches in depth. 

* Byelaw made under the Norfolk Fisheries Provisional Order, 1912. 
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The use of any spear, except a spear used only for the purpose of 
taking eels, or of any trimmer, ligger, dead line, night line, snatch, 
snare, or other like instrument, is prohibited. Provided that nothing 
in this bye-law contained shall be held to forbid the use of a rod with 
a line to which more than one hook is attached. 

[These bye-laws do not apply to certain specified parts of the district.] 

Welland. — No net to be used other than casting or dip nets lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited : — 

Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping, snaring, 
snatching, spearing, shooting, and setting night lines. 

With am. — In certain specified parts of the district no net shall be used for 
catching freshwater fish other than dip or cast nets lawfully used for 
catching fish for bait, fixed nets for taking eels, or landing nets used 
as auxiliary to angling with a rod and line, save and except by the 
special written orders of the Board of Conservators for the purpose of 
improving the fishery of the district ; and the following modes of fishing 
are prohibited, namely, lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling 
or groping, snaring, snatching, shooting, spearing or stanging, trailing, 
dragging or ottering, and setting night lines or trimmers. 

Trent. — No nets except cast nets and dip nets to be used [in certain parts of 
the district] except by owners of the fishery or other persons by them 
authorised in writing. No net to be used [in any part of the district] 
within 50 yards above or below any dam. 

The following inodes of fishing are prohibited : — 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping 
(except by owners of the fishery or other persons by them authorised 
in writing), snaring, snatching, and shooting [this applies to certain parts 
of the district only]. 

(5.) Spear (except a spear used solely for the purpose of taking eels), 
night line, setting rod and line, cross line, wire, snare, or snatch. 

Yorkshire. — In the River Hull below Foston Mill, the West Beck below 
Corpse Landing, the Driffield Canal, the Ure below Oxclose, the Ouse, the 
Swale below Morton Bridge, the Nidd below Cattal Bridge, the Wharfe 
below Boston Spa, the Wiske, the Foss, and the Derwent below Howe 
Bridge, all modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line. 

Wear. — A ll nets prohibited.

Close Season for Freshwater Fish. (Exemptions.) 

List of the Fishery Districts which have been Exempted 
wholly or in part, under the lLth section (sub-section_ 7) of the 
Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1878, from the provisions of the 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd sub-sections of that section, which provide a 
close time for “freshwater fish”* from 15th March to 15th June ;

2 declares that the term “freshwater fish as 
thus used “ does not include eels, provided that nothing herein contained shall 
“ be deemed to authorize angling for eels during the close season mentioned 
above. 
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Eden. — The whole District ; all kinds. 

Kent &c. — The whole District ; pike. 

Severn. — The whole District ; pike. 

The whole District, except the Severn below the mouth of the 
Verniew, in the counties of Salop, Stafford, Worcester, and Gloucester, 
and except so much of the Avon as flows through Worcestershire and 
Gloucestershire ; all, except grayling. 

Towy. — T he whole District ; all kinds. 

Usk. — T he whole District ; eels. 

Wye. — The whole District ; all kinds. 

APPENDIX XII. 


Norfolk and Suffolk Fisheries. — Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under the Norfolk and Suffolk 
Fisheries Act, 1877, ill force on the 31st March, 1915, in 
the Waters to which that Act applies. 

N.B. — These bye-laws do not apply to any other than freshwater 
fish, nor (except as specified with respect to smelts) to Breydon 
Water, nor to the Stour (Suffolk and Essex) Fishery District, 
formed under the provisions of part III. of the Fisheries Act, 
1891. They continue in force (until revoked) in the district 
created under the Norfolk Fisheries Provisional Order, 1912. 

Close Time — All Waters. 

No person shall fish for, otherwise than with rod and line, any trout between 
the 10th day of September and the 25th day of January, both days inclusive, 
or any other kind of fish between the 1st day of March and the 30th day of 
June, both days inclusive, except smelts, bait, and eels, as herein-after 
provided. 

(This byelaw, so far as it relates to the District formed under the Norfolk 
Fisheries Provisional Order, 1912, is revoked.) 

Return to Water op Fish improperly Taken. — All Waters. 

Any fish except smelts, eels, or bait taken in any net allowed by the bye-lav/s 
to be used for smelts, eels, or bait respectively, shall be immediately returned to 
the water without avoidable injury. 

Nets Generally 

No person shall use or attempt to use 

(1.) Any net between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, 
except in the river Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the river Nene 
below Wisbeach Bridge. 

(2.) For the purpose of taking fish other than tench, smelts, bait, and eels, 
any net having a mesh of less than 3 inches from knot to knot. 

(3.) Any net having a wall or facing with a mesh of less than 7 inches 
from knot to knot. 

(4.) In any navigable river, any bow net or any drag net having a poke or 
pocket. 

(5.) Any net, unless it is sufficiently weighted to sink vertically in the 
water ; or place two or more nets behind or near to each other, or 
use any other device or artifice so as practically to diminish the size 
of the mesh of any net. 

Use op Trimmers, &c., in Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall use any trimmer, ligger, dead line or snare, or any like 
instrument in any navigable river within the limits of the Act except lines for 
taking eels as herein-after provided. 
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Drag Nets. 

No person shall use a drag net of any kind in the under-mentioned waters : — 

1. The Rivers Yare or Wensum ; 

2. The River Waveney ; 

3. The River Bure below the lower entrance into Wroxham Broad ; 

4. The River Ant below the lower entrance into Barton Broad ; 

5. The River Thurne below the entrance into Somerton Broad ; 

except with the previous permission in writing of the Board of Conservators 
under their Common Seal. 

Taking Smelts. 

Rivers Yare and Wensum. 

No person shall use any net in the rivers Yare or Wensum for the purpose of 
taking smelts, except a cast net or drop net between the 10th day of March and 
the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only between the New 
Mills, in the parish of St. Swithin, in the city of Norwich, or Trowse Bridge, 
in Trowse, or Trowse Newton, and the junction of the rivers Yare and Wensum 
at a place known as Trowse Hytlie, and between Hardley Cross and the junction 
of the rivers Yare and Waveney ; or any cast net or drop net exceeding 16 feet 
in diameter. 

River Waveney. 

No person shall use in the River Waveney, above the Burgh Cement Works 
any net for the purpose of taking smelts, except between the 10th day of 
March and the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only at the 
places and by the means hereinafter mentioned, viz., between Rose Hall Fleet 
and the Boat-house Hill, near Beccles, and in the pen of Shipmeadow Lock, 
by a cast neb or drop net not exceeding 16 feet in diameter, and if any such net 
be used between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, the same 
shall be used with a light or flare, and not otherwise. 


Rivers Ouse , Nar , and Nene. 

No person shall take or kill smelts in the rivers Ouse, Nar, or Nene, between 
the 1st day of April and the 31st day of August, both days inclusive ; or use 
in those rivers for the purpose of taking smelts, any net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

Breydon Water. 

No person shall use in Breydon Water, for the purpose of taking smelts, 
any net in the months of May. June, July, and August, or any net between 
the 1st day of September and the 30th day of April, both days inclusive, 
having a mesh of less than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

Taking Bait. 

Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall for the purpose of taking bait in any navigable river (except 
in the River Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the River Nene below Wisbeach 
Bridge), use any net other than a cast net, or any cast net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 

All Waters. 

No person shall use any cast net exceeding 8 yards in circumference, or 
having a sack or purse exceeding 14 inches in depth, when extended, for the 
purpose of taking fish for bait. Provided that cast nets up to 12 yards in 
circumference may be used from 11th October to 1st April ; and the word 
« bait ” shall mean roach, rudd or roud, bream, dace, ruff or pope, gudgeons, 
and minnows, measuring less than 8 inches from the nose to the fork of 
the tail. 
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No person shall net for bait at any time on a Sunday ; or at any time on 
a week-day except between one hour before sunrise and one hour after 
sunset, nor unless such bait is for use in angling, or trolling, or taking eels 
within the limits of the Act. 

Taking Eels. 

Rivers Yccre and Wensum, above Hanlley Cross. 

No person shall, for the purpose of taking eels in the rivers Yare and 
Wensum, above Hardley Cross, .use 

(1.) In the months of April, May, and June, any net ; or a line with 
a hook or hooks, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling ; 

(2.) At any other time of the year, a line, whether fixed or not, with 
more than one hook, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling ; 

(3.) Any net other than a skim or skein net. 

All Ollier Waters. 

In all other waters lines with one hook only, whether fixed or not, and 
fixed nets, but no others, may be used at any time for taking eels only. 


All Waters. 

No person shall use a dag or spear for the purpose of taking fish other 
than eels. 

Sunday Netting — All Waters. 

No person shall use any net whatever (except a landing net as auxiliary 
to angling with rod and line) on a Sunday.
